peep, as it were from behind the cur- 
tain, on the prefent ftage of life, and 
employ my own fimple judgment in’ ap- 
roving or condemning the different 
haviour of the actors. . 
Among the many accounts you have, 
for feveral months paft, given us of 
battles at fea and land, I have impati- 
ently expeéted to find a more perfeé& 
relation of that engagement which his 
majelty’s thips the Colchefer and Lyme, 


had in May laft with two French men of 
war, and which merits much more no- 
tice than has hitherto been taken of it. | 


I enclofe you an account, or rather 
journal, of the whole action, in which 
are evident marks of great bravery and 
feamanfhip, and which, I am well con- 
vinced, is penned with the utmoft truth 
and exaétnefs, by a warrant officer of 
the Colchefler,, whom I know to be a 
man of great veracity, and who after 
much entreaty, fént it me fince their 
late arrival at Spithead from the Medi- 
terranean, and affures me, he intended 
to have publithed it himfelt | ago, 
but was abfolutely forbid che deing it 
by his captain ; telling him, it might as 
well be omitted, feeing they had ‘not 
been fo fortunate ‘as to take the thip 
they engag'd’3 ‘and that it was now be- 
come common’ ‘for the generality of 
mankind, to meafure the’ merit of an 
action in proportion onlyfo'the fuc- 
cefs that attended it. But Iam not of 
that perfuafion, and do therefore part 
with a copy of it, that others may be 
convinced of the juft caufe to com- 
mend the conduét apd behaviour of 
Capt. Obriaz onthe affair, who, as my 
friend aifo* afffites me, was rather 
picafed than otherways, at the appear- 
ance of the enemy's fuperior force, 
and gave this charge to the fir lieutes 
t 
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nant: ** You, Sir, as next to me in 
command, muft take charge of the thip 
if I fhould in the aétion be killed, or 
fo wounded as to be obliged to quit 
the deck ; but itis my directions, that 
you never ftrike our king's. colours 
while there is a poflibility of keeping 
the fhip above water. 

Capt. Obrian has often fignalized 
himéelf, particularly in 1743, when he 
was lieut of the Shrewy/bury at Cartha- 
gena, in the attack ot Boccha Chica caftle, 
which was taken, tho’ with great lofs. 
In the fame harbour, with boats mann’d 
and armed, he took the Galicia man of 
war of 64 guns, firft boarding her him- 
felf. Inthe time of the latt rebellion 
he commanded the Sheerne/s, of twenty 
guns, and retook from the rebels, after 
a fart engagement, the Hazard, (by 
them called e Prince Charles) crouded 
with officers and foldiers, wiih money, 
arms, and ammunition, to reinforce 
and fupply the rebel army then in Scot- 
land. (See Vol. xv. April.) 

It is but by public, character that I 
am acquainted with the prefent Capt. 
Obrian; His father, in the fame hc- 
nourable employ, I well knew, ‘and 
ferved under his command in two of 
his majefty’s thips, and in feveral en- 
gagements with him, and cannot but 
Emention him as an officer worthy imi- 

tation of every gentleman in the royal 

navy, and am pleated to find the fon fo 
lively a copy of him.

Colchefler at fea, June 20, 1756. 
HE Lyme, Capt. Vernon, and we, 
5 the Colchefter, Capt, Obrian, were 
ordered by Adm. Ba/cawen from the 
fleet, to cruize together on the coaft of 
Brittany, and {carce a day paft but we 
either burnt or funk fome French veflel. 
On the 17th of May inthe morning, 
G took a French {now laden with deals and 
rofin, and an officer fent on_ board to 
burnher. While he was doing it, the 
man at mait-head called down, that he 
faw a fail in the offing; upon. which

the fame, and as we neared them, faw 
plainly the name ofeach fhip wrote in 
their ftern, the firft cailed La Fidelle; 
of 32 guns ; the other 2 Aquilion, of 58, 
which we counted very diftinétly, the 
latter having 1: guns below on a fide, 
¥2 on her upper deck, 4 on her quarter 
deck, and two on‘her forecaitle, with a 
great number of Men at fmall arms in 
her tops, poop, quarter-deck, and fore- 
caffe. We liad a clear thip tore and 
ait, and every thing ready for ation, 
with colours fifing, and our people‘in 
greet fpirits gave three cheers, as did 
the Lymc's people #ife. ’ Tie Prench in 
deed aniwered ys, but it was véry 


faintly. Our’ cdptain’s intention “was: 
to have'gone between the two enemy's’ 


fhips, atid to ‘have givén thenr each a 
broad-fide, but they J:ept too clofe for 
us to put that fcheme ‘in execution ; 
we therefore took ‘the firlt fire of the 
Fidelle, reférving ours for the Aguillon, 
which was the headmoft ‘thip, and at 
lialf an hour paft'five in the evening, 
being elofe upon her weather quarter, 
fhe gave us her whote broad-fide below 
and aloft, as did the Fidelle aifo at the 
fame time, which we immediately re- 
turned with our whole-fire at the Aguil 
lon, as did the Lyme at-the other. ‘The 
third broadfide wé received mof th- 
luckily broke our tiller rope, great part 
of the fleering whtel, and lead‘ trum- 
pet, and directly our fhip came round 
too; upon which the Aguiion pat her 
helm hard a weather, aind-raked us fere 
and aft, and peteciving fomething ex- 


traordir ary hadNappened on board us, H 


let dovm their forefaihand bore away, 
with deiign, as we fuppofed, to affid 
her comrade, then warmly ‘engaged 


no great mifchief, “When we ras 
ked ‘her the was filent, and for fometime 
did not firea gun; and her tnfign being 
foul, our people gave three cheers; 
thinking fhe had ftruck 5 upon which 
the Agurllox pat her fielm a lee; haulid’ 
up her fore fail, (for we were then go- 
ing laret) and begamto fire again. At 
this time owr braces,bowlings, &c. he- 
ing moft of them thot away, we got 
down our feering fails, tacks for braces, 
and hauled gpen a wind, but the got 
the weather gage of us, which we could 
never after récéver. We now reeveda 
new tiller rope, but it proved: toa hort; 
fo that we were obliged to reeve the 
niizaen fheet for a tiller rope, and put 
a-luff tackie in liew, and ‘continued ens 
gaging about point blank’ tufket thot, 
(the Ljwe-and Fidelle alf ftill engaged, 
but at a comfiderablediftance frony us.) 
The great quantity of bar-fhot, pieces 
of old iron bats, @&¢. which the french 
fired in upon us;'tore‘our fails and rig- 
ging all to thattersy our mizzen top- 
{ail down the heets,’ ffoppers and 
ftings, entirely thot away; and the miz- 
zen all to pieces.” In fhort, every — 
fo torn and cut to pieces, that we ha 
not the fhip under the ‘leaf command, 
and lucky for us it was fine weather and 
fmooth water, or we mutt have lof all 
our maits, beimg all very much wound- 
ed, and’ {carce a whole. throud left. to 
fecure them. We fnew, before dark, two 
of the Aguilon's ports beat. into one, 
and about temotelock feveral great ex- 
plofions on boaréher, and were fo neas, 
that ‘the wads from each fhip-feil on the 
decks on fire, ahd one! trom her guns 
came into an upper deck port of ours, 
beat a cartridge ‘of ‘powderaut of the 
man’s hand that was ‘going to put it 
into the gun, which fet fire’ to fome o- 
thers, and’blew. up — people near 
that gun ‘inva terrible aanner. Other 
wads fet fire to our hammocks on the 
sop, but it was happily foon extin- 
a nie ppy guiihed.

Zuifhed.. Thus we continued to engage 
til] half paft 12 at night, when the 4- 
quillon hauled on board her fore tack, 
fet ali the fail the could, kept clofe upon 
awind, and Jett usin, fuch a fituation 
as was impoflible for us to follow her. 
The. Lyme and Fidelle had left,off enga- 
ing about av hour.and halt before us, 
efides the fhatter’dcondition of our 
fails, mafis,.and rigging, we received fe- 
veral fhot between wind and water, and 
were obliged to turn our people from 
the guns to pump fhip, for we made 4 
feet-water an hour, and heeled thip. to 
ftop.our leaks with plugs and tallow, All 
the remaining part of the night and next 
day we were employed in knotting, {pli- 
cing, and reeving new rigging, - ani 
bending other fails.—Our ‘ofhcers and 
men behaved well and in high {pirits 
during the whale engagement, but our 
guns were yery weakly manned, our 
peoplebeing obliged to help eachother to 
rua them out when loaded, and were all 
very much fatigued, having been up 35 
hours,—-We had no. more than 4 men 
killed.on the {pot, and 35 wounded, fe- 
veral of whom are fince dead of their 
wounds, and others not expected ta re- 
cover. — Fhe Aguillon. (by the account 
we have of a Danifhfhip from France) 
had upwards.of So killed, and a great 
number wounded, and went into Rach- 
fort with great difficulty, being much 
fhattered inher hull.—The difproper- 
tion of the killed and wounded between 
us and the French may be eafily account- 
ed for, by confidering, that itis their 
continual practice to fire at our mafts 
and rigging, in order to difable our 
fhips that way ; and.that they, have ge- 
nerally almoft.double cur number of 
men. Ip this.action we fired upwards 
of 40broadfides, which. is atleaft.4tuns, 
30> weight of powder, and all well ex- 
pended, not a fingle gun fired but fo 
near as to do-execution on the enemy 
wherever it teok place, and every thing 
conducted with as little noife and con- 
tufion ag poflibie, during the whole en- 
gagement, which was full fix hours and 
a half.—Afier this.it might be expeét- 
ed we fhould immediately have fteered 
for {ome port, (as we and the Lyme did) 
but our‘captain. juded it more the du-

of the read leading from Northfleet to, 
Gravefend, commencing at the Queeg’s 
Head by the chalk clifts, is in a moft dan. 
gerous condition, altho’ a turnpike road, 
and declared to be fo by the following 
claufe in the act of his prefent ma- 
jefty 1734. 2 

** And for as muchas certain doubts 
“¢ have arifen,with relation to the road 
“ Jeading from Northfleet to Gravefend, 
** whether the fame is comprifed within 
“ the two firft aéts beforementioned, or 
“ either of them, or ought to be repair- 
“¢ ed by the authority thereof ; be it 
“ hereby enaéted and declared, that the 
«* main road leading from the oe? 
“* Head at Northflect,by the Chalk-Chifts 
* (now occupied by the fociety, o 
“ bricklayers) to the tewn of Grave- 
‘¢ fend is, and ought to betaken as part 
** of theroaddireéted tobe repaired and 
« amended by virtue of the faid atts ; 
‘** and the truftees for putting this and 
*¢ the faid formes a€ts in execution, are 
“¢ hereby authorifed, impowered, and 
‘¢ required, out of the tol acitag there- 
“¢ by (from the turnpike at Chalk) to 
“¢ repair and amend the fame.” 

Strange that thisroad fhould fill con. 
tinue in fucha condition. A road that 
the moft emminent merchants, cap. 
tains, and their numerous attendants 
daily pafs, and in many parts of which 
they muft wade; befides the wheel ruts 
are in no part of it more than forty in- 
ches from the perpendicular fide of 
ChalkClifts fifty foot deep, as appeared 
by a late meafuremeut that was made 
on two jailors falling down, and being 
dafhed to pieces.

@ for attacking Niagara and Frontenac, 
fe took ‘and faifed in the month of 
March the fort where they had formed 
their principal magazine, and in, June 
following ‘deftroyed, on the riverChoue- 
gan (Ofwego) aconvoy of 200 veffels ; 


advanced guard to proceed to a Creek 
called Anje aux Cabannes, three leagues 
from Ofwego. 

The frit divifion being arrived there 
on the roth at two in the morning, the 
van-guard proceeded at four in the af. 
ternoon, by land, acrofs woods, to ano- 
ther Creek within half'a league of Of 
wego, in order to. favour the debarkati- 
on. At midnight the firft divifion re. 
pared to this creek and there erected a 

attery on lake Ontario, 

he 1sth and 12th were employed in 
making gabions, fauciffons, and faf 
cines, and.in cutting a road crofs the 
woods from the place of landing to the 
place where the trenches were to be o- 
pened. The fecond divifion arrived on 
the s2th in the morning, with the ar- 
tillery and provifions, which were im- 
mediately landed. “Though. difpofiti- 
ons were made for opening the trenches 
at night, it was midnight before they 
could begin the trench, which was ra- 
ther a pareilel of about 100 toifes.in 
front, and opened at the diftance of 90 
toifes from the foffe of fort Ovtario,in 


on which occafion 500 Engl i/b were kil- D ground embarraffed with trunks of 


led ‘or made priforers. ‘The fuccefs of 
thefe two expeditions encouraged him 
to act offenfively, and to attack the e- 
nemy at Ofwego. ‘This fettlement is an 
imvafion or encroachment which they 
had made in a time of profound peace, 
and ‘againft which the French had con- 
tinually remonftrated. It was at_firft 
only a fortified magazine; but in order 
to avail themfelves of its advantageous 
fituation in the center almoft of the 
French colonies, the Engli/fh added from 
time to time {everal new works, fo that 
it confifted of three forts, fort Oxtaria, 


trees, @c. 

This parellel being finithed at five 
in the morning, the workmen began to 
erect the batteries. The. fire of the e- 
nemy, which had been very hot from 
day break, ceafed at fix in the evening; 
and we perceived that they had evacua- 
ted the fort and retired acrofs the river 
into Oftiego. Mr. Montcalm immedi- 
ately took poffeffion of fort Ontario, and 
ordered the communication of the pa- 
rellel to be continued to the bank of the 
river, where in the beginning of the 
night we began agrand battery, placed 


the old fort Ofavego, and fort George. F in {uch manner, that it could not only 


The Troops deitinedfor this expedition 
amounted to near 3000 men, 1300 of 
which were regulars. To conceal his de- 
figh, Mr. Vaudreuil. pretended that. he 
was providing forthe fecurity of Niagr 

and Frontenac. ‘The marquifs,de Mont- 
calm, Major Gen. Dieskau’s fucceflor, 
who commanded on this occation, arri- 
ved on the 29th of July at Frontenac; 
and having given the neceflary directi. 


ons for fecuring his retreat in cafe it 


thould bé rendered ineyitabic by a fupe- 
ricr force, sent out-:two. veilels, “ore 
of £2, and the other of 36 guns, to cruile 
otf O/evego, and pofted a chain of Cana- 
dicns and Tidians on the road be:ween 
Ofeego and Albany to intercept the Cou- 
riers. Allthe forces and the vefiels with 
the artillery and flores bejng arrived in 
the Bay of Nixoure, the place of general 
rendezvous, M. de Montcalm ordered his

batter fort O/wwego and the way from 
thence to Fort George, but alfo the en- 
trenchment of Ofwego, 

On the 14th a body of Canadeans and 
favages crofied the river, fome by fwim- 
ming, and others by wading with the 
water. up theirmiddles,in order toinveft 
and attack the fort-on the fide of the 
woods. ‘This bold aétion, by which the 
communication between the two forts 
was cut off, the celerity with which the 
works were’ carried of im ground that 
the enemy thought impracticable, and 
the fire of a battery of nine guns forced 
the enemy to hang. dut'a white fag. 

By Virtue of the capitulation the gar; 
rifon furrendered prifoners of war, an 
the French immediately took -pofiefion 
of Ofwege and-fort George, which they 
entixely deftroyed, agreeable to their

wit ftores, and provifions. There 
were at Ofwego feven armed fhips, viz.

The enemy had 1¢2 men killed or 
wounded; Colonel Mercer, the com- 
mander, is of the number of the ‘dead.

ner killed, and 20 Migntly wounded. B 


We have made 1600 prifoners, including 
$o officers. Thefe are Shirley and Peppe- 
rel’s regiments, and a part of Shuyler’s 
regiment of Militia. 

e found in the forts 122 pieces of 
artillery, 55 of which are cannon of 
different bores, and 14. mortars, witha 
large quantity of arms and ammuniti- 
on of all forts.

Thefe are the titles, of which the court 
of Vienna propofes to avail itfelf, for the 
recovery of Silefa! Every war that can a- 
rife between the king and Ruffia, or the re- 
publick of Poland, is to be'looked upon as 
a manifeft infraction of the peace of Dref- 
den, and a revival of the rights of the houfe 
of Auftria to Silefia ; though neither Rufia, 
nor.the republick of Poland, are at all con- 
cern’d in the treaty of Drefden ; and tho’ 
the latter, with which the king has other- 
wife the tatisfaction to live in the moft in- 
timate friendfhip, ‘is not even in alliance 
with the court of Vienna. According to 
the principles of the law of nature received 
among all civilized nations, the moft the 
court.of Vienna could be authorifed to do, 
in fuch cafes, would be to fend thofe fuc- 
cours to her allies, which are due to them 
by alliances ; without her having the leaft 
pretence, on that account, to free herfelf 
from the particular engagements, which 
fubfift between her and the king, It is 
therefore left to the judgment of the im- 
partial world, whether, in the 4th fecret 
article of the treaty of Peterfourg, the con- 
‘tracting powers have kept within the bounds 
‘Of a doefenfive alliance ; or whether that ar- 
ticle does not rather contain a plan of an 
offenfive alliance tending té& wreft Sikfa from 
the king. 

It is obvious, that, by this article, the 
court of Vienna has prepared three pretences 
for the recovery of Sivefa; and by compa- 
ring it with her conduct from that time, it 
%s very vifible, that the thought to attain her

end, either by provoking the king to com 
mence a war againft her, or by kindling 
one between his majefty and Ruffia, or Po- 
land, by her fecret intrigues and machina- 
tions, 

Tis no wonder then, that the jtreaty of 
Peterfourg has been the hinge upon which 
all the Aufrian politicks have turned, from 
the peace of Drefden to this.time ; and that 
the negociations of the court. of Vienna have 
been principally dire&ted to ftrengthen this 
alliance, by the acceffion of other powers, 

The court of Saxony was the firft that 
was invited to this acceffion, in the begin- 
ning of the year 1747. They eagerly ac- 
cepted the invitation, as foon as made; 
furnifhed their minifters at Peterfourg, count 
de Vicedom and the fieur Pezold, with the 
neceflary full powers for that purpofe ; and 
ordered them to. declare, that their court 
was not only ready to accede to the treaty 
itfelf, but alfo to the fecret article againft 
Prufia, and to join in the arrangements 


~‘made by the two courts, provided meafures 


were better taken than before, as well for 
the fecurity and defence of Saxony, as for 
its indemnification and recompence in pro- 
portion to the efforts and progrefs, which 
fhould be made. In regard to the laft point, 
the court of Saxony declared ; that if, upon 
any frefh attack from the king of Pruffa, 
the emprefs queen fhould, by their affift- 
ance, happen not only to re-conquer Silefa, 
and the county of Glatz, but alfo to reduce 
him within narrower bounds ; the king of 
Poland, as ele&tor of Saxony, would ftand 
to the partition ftipulated feiwan his Po- 


«lib majefty and the emprefs-queen, by the 


convention figned at Leipuick, the 18th of 
May 1745. Count Lofs, the Saxon minifter 
at Vienna, was charged, at the fame time, 
to open a private negotiation, for fettling 
an eventual partition of the conquetts, 
which fhould be made on Pruffa, by laying 
down as the bafis of it, the partition-treaty 

of Leipzick, of the 18th of May 1745. 
The particulars of all this will be feen 
in the documents, by the inftructions given 
the 23d of May 1747, to the Saxon mini- 
fters at Peterfourg *;, by the memorial 
which 











* In thefe infiruftions, which are recited at large, are thefe remarkable particulars: “ As to the 
principal treaty between the two imperial courts, the king is entirely difpofed to accede 
thereto, without any other reftriction, than that of the number of troops, which they 
have reciprocally Senn therein, for the ordinary cafes of giving fuccours.. But the 
king’s acceffion to the fix feparate articles, five of which are fecret, require much more re- 
fection and adjuftment, with regard to the king’s conveniency. : 

As to the firft fecret articles, which concerns the guaranty of the grand duke of Ruffa’s 
poffeffions, as duke of Holjiciu-Sifwick, and of his ducal houfe, the emprefs of Ruffia will be 
pleafed to confider how tenderly and cautioufly the king muft behave towards the court of 
Denmark, on account of his, affinity and right of eventual fucceffion ; and therefore the faid 
fovereign, as well as the emprefs queen, and even the emperor her confort, will not, in re-

prudent forecaft of the two empreffes, in thinking beforehand how to concert matters toge- 
ther, and powerfully affift one another, if, contrary to better expectations, and notwith- 
ftanding their fcrupulous attention to obferve their treaties with the faid princé, the latter 
fhould invade the dominions of either of them ; and in this cafe the king is ready enough to 
concur inthe fame meafures: But as he is the moft expofed to the refentment of fo formi- 
dable and reftlefs a neighbour, witnefs the fad experience his majefty has lately had of it, 
their imperial majefties cannot think it ftrange, that the king, before entering into fuch a 
new, eventual, and extenfive engagement, fhould take better precautions, as well for his 
fecurity and mutual defence, as for his being indemnified, and recompenfed in proportion to 
his efforts, and the progrefs made againft fuch an aggreflor. 

To this end the Count de Vicedom and the Sieur Pézold fhall afk the imperial minifters 
plenipotentiaries, 1. What number of troops, in fuch a cafe, their fovereigns defire of the 
king ; and, in return, with how many will each of them affift him? And 2dly, ‘That this 
fuccour defired of the king be not difproportionate to the ftrength of his army, 3. That 
the two imperial courts muft promife double the number to the king. 4. That the two 
empreffes muft each engage to keep at leaft fuch a body of their troops in a moveable con- 
dition, and ready to march to the affiftance of his majefty, one upon the frontiers of Pruffia, 
and the other in Bohemia. 5. That they likewife oblige themfelves to let the king come in 
for a fhare of the prifoners, fpoils, and conquefts they fhall make jointly, or feparately on 
the aggreffor, and thereby the common enemy. 

’ With refpeé to this laft point, and the partition of the conquefts to be made, the king’s’ 
minifters plenipotentiaries are to afk the Ruffian minifter, what his fovereign’s offers are ; 
and to declare, relative to the emprefs queen of Hungary and Bobemia, that fuppofing this‘ 
princefs were attacked again by the king of Pruffa, and fhould recover not only Si/éfa and 
the county of Glatz, but likewife fucceed in reducing that agreffor within narrower bounds,’ 
the king of Poland, as eleétor of Saxony, would abide by the partition ftipulated between her 
and his majefty by the convention figned at Leipfe the 18th of May, 1745, a copy of which 
the refident Pezc/d received, enclofed in'a letter from the miniftry of the 14th of November 
following ; excepting the third degree of partition defined therein, with which his majefty 
cannot be fatisfied ; fince in cafe the emprefs-queen fhould be able to conquer, befides the 
county of Glatz and all Siiefa, no more than the principality of Crofen, with the circlé’ of 
Zullichau, and the fiefs of Bobemia poffeffed by the king Of Pruffia'in Lufatia, it would be'tie- 
ceffary to grant eventually to the king, elector of Saxony, a more confiderable fhare'in 
thofe conquefts than the faid principality, the circle, and the fiefs: His majefty will-wait | 
for the offers of the court of Vienna on this head, and will ordér the Count de Lo/s to nego- 
tiate thereupon ; withing only that the Ruffian court would ufe its good offices to obtain; in 
this cafe, a better partition for the king from the emprefs-queen, and then fecufe and 
guaranty to his majefty the acquifition thereof. ‘

}Thefe infiruftions are conformable to the preceding ; and bave befides, the following, “* Whereas, 
until the two imperial courts make an anfwer to my memorial by their minifters at Pe- 
terfourg, and before I do, in confequence of it, come ‘to a final determination in regard 
to my aé& of acceffion, it behoves me to come to a right underftanding with the emprefs 
queen about the eventual partition which is to fall to my fhare, in cafe that princefs, at- 
tacked again, contrary to better expeétations, by the king of Pruffia, fhould, by-the con- 
eurrence of my affiftance, make fpoils and conquefts on him, as it is more at large ex- 
plained in the 12th article of the inftruétions above-mentioned, which my minifters at Pg- 
terfourg were provided with the 23d of May, of the prefent year ; I charge you with this 
negotiation, and authorife you by the prefent order, and my intention is, that as my’con- 
vention, figned at Leipfick the 18th of May, 1745, with the queen of Hungary, a copy of 
which (marked B) you will find hereunto annexed, may ferve as an eventua! partition here- 
after, excepting the third degree, or in cafe the court of Vienna fhould be able to\recover, 
befides the county of Glatz, only all Silfia, with the principality of Crofén, the circle of 
Zullichau, and the fiefs of Bobemia, which the king of Pr:jfha holds in Lufatia, you" mutt 
temand for me, of the emprefs-queen, a more confiderabie fhare in thefe conquefts than 
the faid principality, circle, and fiefs, and infift upon that’ princefs’s making me an Offer 

of it, that I may then fee whether it would fuit my conveniency to acquiefce in ‘jit. 
To the Miniter of Conference and of State, Avcustus R, 
Count de Lofs, at ViENNA. C. ve Baunt, 
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thefe authentick pieces, that the court of 
Saxony betrayed their readinefs to enter into 
all the offenfive engagements of the treaty 
ot. Peterburg ; that fince the jpeace, they 
have..been. the .revivers.of the. partition- 
treaty. made againft the king, during the 
laft war; and that they have thereby jufti- 
fied his majefty in refenting a treaty made 
againft him, notwithftanding the general 
amnefty fettled by the peace of Drefden. 

It has, indeed, been affectedly fuppofed, 
-throughout this negociation, that the king 
would.be the aggrefior againft the court of 
Vienna, But what right can his Pohf ma- 
jefty draw from thence, to make conqueits 
upon the. king ? or if, in the quality of an 
auxiliary, he will alfo become a belligerant 
party; it cannot be teken amifs, that his 
majefty fhould treat him accordingly, and 
regulate his conduét by.that of the court of 
Saxony. This is a truth, which has been 
acKnowledged even by the king of Poland's 
own privy council, in the opinion they gave 
when confulted upon the acceffion to the 
treaty of Peterfourg; witnefs the two’ ex- 
trats,; which are-among{t;the documents f. 

Count Brab/ being, without doubt, tho- 
roughly convine’d himfelf of this truth, 
did all in his power to. conceal the exiftence 
of the fecret articles of the treaty of -Pe- 
terfourg. For at the time that he was ea- 
gerly negociating in Ruiz upon his court’s 
acceffion to it, and to its fecret articles, he 
caufed a folemn declaration to be made at 
Paris, ;“* That the treaty.of Peterfburg, to 
“ which his Rolf majefty had been invited 
* to accede,, did not contain any thing 
** more than what was in the Germaz copy, 
*¢ which, had. been communicated to the 
**.court.of France, without any fecret and 
* feparate article having been communi- 
 cated-to the king of Polazd; and that in 
*€ cafe any fuch article did exift, his Poijb 
“‘emajefty-would not come into any thing,

** which could tend to give his, moft chrif., 
* tian majefty offence ;”” as appears from 
count Brubi’s letter to count Los, Miah 18, 
1747, and by the memorial, Which count’ 
Lojs.delivered in confequence of it, to the. 
miniftry of Verfailles *. 

It is true, that the court.of Saxony did 
yet defer, from one time to another, their 
acceding in form to the treaty of Peter/burg ; 
but they did not fail to let their allies know, 
that they were ready to accede to it, as 
foon.as it could be done without too evi- 
dent rifk, and their fhare of the advantages 
to be gained fhould be fecured to them, 
This principle is clearly expreffed in the in- 
firuGion given. Feb,.19, 1750, to general 
@ Arnim, when he was going to Peter/burg, 
as minifter from Saxogy + ; and an hundred 
difpatches might be praduced, if there were, 
occafion, to prove that the Saxoz..minifters 
always held the fame language. 

The court of Saxony being invited afreth 
in 1751, to accede to the treaty. of Perer/- 
burg, declared its readinefs to do it, in a 
memorial delivered to the Ruffian minutter, 
at Drefden, and even fent full powers, and 
other neceffary papers for that purpofe, to 
the Geur Fuuck, their minifter at Peterfburg ; 
but required, at the fame time, that t 
king of England, as_elector, of Hanover, 
thould previoufly accede to the fecret arti- 
cles of the treaty of Peterfburg; --- and as 
his Britannick majefty never would. be con- 
cerned in this myftery of iniquity ; count 
Briibl found himfelf obliged totwait the iffue 
of the project which had been formed, to 
make another alliance of fo innocent a na- 
ture as to be producible.; as appears in a, 
letter from count Brabi to the fieur Funck, 
of the 2d of May 1753.

In a word, to fet the fyftem of the court 
of Saxony, concerning this acceffion, in its 
full light, the words of a difpatch from 
count Flewming to count, Bribl, Fune 16, 
1756, need only be quoted, in which the 
former expreffes himfelf very naturally, in 
faying ; * Your excellency knows the great

The allies of Saxony at length came imo: 
this plan; witnefs,; among other proofs, a 
remarkable pafiage, contained in. the fieur- 
Funck’s difpatch of the th of June 17539 
wherein he fends word, that, .** Having» 
“* had the queition put to him at Peter/+ 
‘* burg, whether, his.court would not take 
** up arms, in cafe of, a war with Pruffia gy 
*© and having replied, that ghe fituation of 
«¢ Saxony did not permit, it to enter the 
“ lifts, ‘till its powerful, neighbour fhould. 
*< be beat out of the field ;” he was an-> 
fwered, “* that, he,was in ‘the, right, That 
‘ the Saxons ought to. quait till-the knight was 
“« thrown out of the faddle.”” 5 

It .is evident, then, from all, the proofs, 
which have been now produced, that the 
court of Saxony, without having acceded to_ 
the treaty of Peterfourg, in form, is not the, 
lefs an accomplice in the dangerous defigns,- 
which the court of Vesna thas grounded up-- 
on this treaty and that, haying been dif-- 
penfed with by their allies..from a formal, 
concurrence, they had only waited for. the, 
moment when they might, without running 
two great a rifk, concur in effect, and fhare, 
the fpoils of their neighbour. 

In expeation of this period, the Aufiriaw 
and Saxon minifters..laboured in concert, 
and underhand, to prepare the means of 
bringing the cafe of the fecret alliance of 
Peterfourg to exift. - In this treaty it was- 
laid down as a principle, that any war 
whatever between the king and Raffa, 
would authorifé the emprefs queen to re-: 
take Siiefia, There-was nothing more, then,’ 
to. be done, but to raife fuch a-war,, In 
order to bring this about, no means were 
found more proper,,than to embroil the 
king , irreconcileably with the Czarina, iand 
to.provoke that princefs by all forts.of falfe 
infinuations, impoftures, and -the moft: a- 
trocious calumnies. The-publick will judge 
of the truth of what is here advanced, from 
the following fpecimens. 

It will be feen by the difpatch from count. 
Vicedom, the Saxon minifter at Peterfburg, 
dated the-28th of April, 1747 § 5“ Phat 
** baron Pretlack, minifter from Vienna, fe- 
* joices upon his having found means, by 
** confidential communications ‘from ‘his

** of the king of Prafia to the prejudiceof

“In a difpatch of the 6th of Fily 1747, 
eount Berns acquaints the emprefs queen 
with the arguments he had made ufe of to 
the Ruffian minifter; count Keyzerling, to 
animate him to pet more fpirit in his rela- 
tions, and to exaggerate ‘the military ar- 
rangements of the‘king of Pruffa. : 

"Phe fieur de Weingarten; fecretary of the 
embafly from the court\of Vienna at Berlin, 
writes to count Ubi/efeld, upon the 24th of 
Afigu ft 1748 ; that, at the inftance of count 
Bernes, then refiding at Peterfburg, he had 
engaged the: Ruffian minifter at Berlin, to 
write to his court,’ that the king of Prufia 
was making frefh preparations for war, 
which had no other tendenty, but to pro- 
eure the fovereignty for the prince‘fucceffor 
of Sweden. 

On the rath of Dee.’ 1749, count Bernes 
wrote from’ Peterfourg to°count de Puebla 
at Berlin ; “* ‘That’ he muftcaufe fome di-' 
“ ftant infinuations to be dropt in the way 
“ of the fieur Grofs, minifter from Ruffia; 
¢ that fomething was plotting in Sweden a- 
“ gainft the life and perfon of the emprefs 
of Ruffa, in which the court of Priffa 
“had no {mail fhare ;‘afid'that, when the 
*€ fieur Grofs fhould communicate it to him 


“ in confidence, he himfelf fhould confirm 


“* the truth of this difcovery *.”’ 

«The Saxon minifters have been juft as 
attive in thefe underhand dealings, as thofe 
Of Vienna; and have even outdone them. 

» The’ ‘inftruétions which’ the court of 
Sakony-gave, in 1750}; to general d’ Arnim, 
when he was going to Peterfburg, as their 
thinifter plenipotentiary,- contains one ex- 
prefs article, by which he is charged to keep 
up dexteroufly the diftruft and jealoufy of 
Ruffa with regard to Pruffia; and to applaud 


every arrangement that might be taken a+ 
gainft the latter. 

No body executed thefe orders better than 
the fieur de Funck, the Saxon minifter at Pe« 
terfburg, who was the life and foul of the 
whole party. 

This minifter never let an opportunity 
efcape him, of infinuating, that the king 
was forming defigns upon Courland, Polifh 
Pruffia, atid the city of Dantzick ; --- that 
the courts of France, Pruffia, and Sweden, 
were hatching vaft projects, in cafe of a 
vacancy of the throne of Poland; and num- 
berlefs other falfities of the fame Kind; 
which his majefty ‘has fofficiently contra- 
dicted by the conduét full of amity and 'mo- 
deration, which hé has conftantly obferved’ 
towards the republick of Poland, and by the 
caution he has ufed never to intrude him- 
felf into the domeftic affairs of Poland and 
Courland, notwithftanding the example other 

had fet.him. 

It would be tirefome to mention all the 
infinuations of this nature, which occur in 
the correfpondence of the Saxon minifters, 
It will be fufficient to produce one remark- 
able inftance, contained in the fieur Funck’s 
difpatch December 6, 1753 T, to count Bribi, 

Count Brihl has always been very punc- 
tual and affiduous in furnifhing materials, 
for: fuch like infinuations, to ‘the “Saxon 
minifters. ; 

Thus, in the difpatches of the 6th and 
13th of February 1754, he informs the mi- 
nifters of. Peterfburg, of commercial ar- 
rangements, of the ereétion of mints, and 
of armaments, in Pruffia; adding this re- 
fie@tion; that the ambition of the king of 
Pruffia, his views of aggrandifement upon 
Polifo Pruffiz, and his’ projet to ruin the 
commerce of Dantzick, were wel! known. 

By the difpatch of the 28th of July 1754» 
he infinuates a defign of the king’s upon! 
Cuurland, becaufe the Berlin Gazette had pub- 
lithed the death of Biron; and in that of 
the'2d of Augufit, he would make it ct

\ + In relating the motives which be (Funck) and baron Pretlack, minifier from Vienna, bad 
alledged. to the Ruffian miniflers, for keeping always a powerful army on the frontiers of Proffia, bé 
Jaysy be reprefented to them among other things : ‘That. this precaution was fo much the more 
neceffary, confidering the notorious views of the courts of Franée, Pruffa, and Sweden, in 
cafe of a vacaricy in the throne of Poland, as the king of Prufia would not then delay ex- 
eauting his defigns upon Polifh Pruffia, and on the mouth of the Vifula That they 
fhould follow the example of the king of Pruffia, who does not regret any expences that 
raay render him more foynidable, and has lately formed three new regiments more, &c.

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“Believed, that France and Pruffia had been 
bufied a, long time at the Ottoman Porte, in 
raifing up a war againft Ruffia ; and.that if 
they fucceeded therein, the king of Pruffia 
would not fail to execute his defign upon 
Courland. 

In the difpatch of the firft of December 
1754, count Brib/ tranfmits to Ruffia the 
fictitious advice, that the king of Pruffia, to 
make his alliance palatable to the court of 
Denmark, had offered them his affiftance in 
acquiring the poffeffion of the dutchy of 
Holftein, under pretence, that the great duke 
of Rufia had embraced the Greek religion, 
which was not tolerated in the empire. 
This is what his majefty never entertained 
a thought of, and for the falfity of which, 
he may boldly appeal to the teftimony of 
the court of Copenbagen. 

The fieur Funck wrote to count Bribl, 
upon the oth of Fuly 1755, that the fieur 
Grofs, the Ruffian minifter at Drefden, would 
do good fervice to the common caufe, if he 
would fend advice to his court, that the 
king of Pruffia had found a channel in Cour- 
land, by which he came at all the fecrets of 
the court of Rufia; and that they knew 
how to make a good ufe of fuch: an advice 
with the emprefs t. 

Count Brib/ anfwered, the 23d of Fuly, 
that he had acquainted count Grofs with. it, 
who would not fail to aé& accordingly. 

By the concurrence of fo many calum- 
nies, and impoftures, they, at length, fuc- 
ceeded in enfnaring the emprefs of Ruffa’s 
equity and good faith, and in prejudicing 
cher againft the king, to fuch a degree, that 
by the refult of the affemblies of the fenate 
of Ruffa, held on the 14th and r5th of May 
1753, it was laid down for a fundamental 
maxim of the empire, to oppofe every fur- 
ther aggrandifement of the king of Pruffia, 
and to cruth him by a fuperior force, as foon 
as a favourable opportunity fhould occur, 

This refolution was renewed in a great 
council, held in the month of Offober 1755, 
and was extended fo far, that it was re- 
folved, to attack the king of Pruffia, withouc 
any farther difcuffion, whether that prince fhould 
happen to attack any of the allies of the court of 
Ruffia, or one of the allies of that court fhould 
begin with him f.

In order to form an idea of the joy, which 
count Brub/ conceived.upon this refolution 
of the court of Rufia, and how well he was 
difpofed to bring his.own to concur in it,; 
we fhall produce the two following. pat- 
fages. In the difpatch of the r1th of New. 
1755 He anfwers the fieur Funck; that 
*« ‘The deliberations. of the grand council 
** are fo much the more glorious to Ruffa, 
“« in that there can be nothing more bene- 
* ficial to the common caufe, than pre- 
*¢ vioufly to fettle the effectual means. of 
** deftroying the over-grown power of Pruf- 
** fa, and the undoubted ambition of that 
*< court.’” ;, 

In his letter of the 23d of November, he 
explains himfelf as follows: ‘* The refult 
** of the grand council of Ruffa has given 
“‘ us great fatisfaétion: the confidential 
** communication, which Rufia is pleaféd 
*¢ to make of it, will enable all their allies, 
*€ as well as our court, to come to an expla- 
‘* nation about the arrangements and mea- 
‘* fures to be taken in confequence thereof. 
«* But it cannot be taken amifs, if Saxony, 
** confidering the fuperior power of its 
** neighbour, proceeds with the utmoft cau- 
* tion, and previoufly expects its fecurity. 
‘¢ from its allies, and to be affifted with the 
*¢ means of acting.” 

The convention of a neutrality in Ger- 
many, figned at London the 16th of Fanuary, 
having filenced all count Brébl’s calumnies, 
and fhaken his iniquitous fyftem ; he re- 
doubled his efforts in Rufia, in order to 
prevent the re-eftablifhment of a good un- 
derftanding between the king and the court 
of Peterfourg. In his letter of the. 23d of 
June 1756, he explained himfelf upon this . 
fubje&, in the following terms: “ A re- 
** conciliation, between the courts of Ber- 

lin and Peterfburg, would be the moft 

critical and the moft dangerous event 
that could happen. It is to be hoped, 

that Rufia will not hearken to fuch o- 

dious propofals ; and that the court of 

Vienna will be able to thwart fo fatal 

an union.”’ 

The court of Vienna having perfeétly face 
ceeded in this refpect ; and imagining, after 
the new connettions they entered into this 
year, that they had caught the opportuni- 
ty 





ing on the frontiers of Turky, be adds: * As the courts of France and Pruffia have hitherte 
conftantly laboured to draw the Ottoman Porte into a.war againft Rufia, this affair would 
throw a fine game into their hands ; the king of Prufiz would then no longer delay pul- 
ling off the mafk, and manifefting the defign of his continual armamients ; in which cafe 
Courland might probably become the firft facrifice. 

t In this later, be fays, “« It would be doing good fervice to the common caufe, if a 
friendiy hint were given to M. de Grofs, that he fhould mention in general terms in one of 
his reports, merely to afford occafion for infinuating it dexteroufly to the emprefs, that

t To this end, adds Faunck, they will ere& magazines for an hundred thoufand men at

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‘ty of recovering Silefa without obftruétion ; 
they loft no time in taking their meafures 
accordingly. All the world knows, what 
great armaments the court of Raffa ordered 
‘to be made, in the month of <pri/, both 
‘by fea and latid, without any apparent ob- 
Jott ; He court of England, which they were 
pleajed to take as a pretence, having required no 
fuccours.---Soon aiter, Bobemia and Moravia 
Were crowded with troops ; camps were 
affembled ; magazines formed ; and all the 
re pepo made for an approaching war. 

t is not upon bare furmifes, or falfe ad- 
“vices, that the king has attributed thofe 
armaments to a fecret concert formed a- 
gainft his dominions, and put off, after- 
“wards, for certain reafons, ‘till next year. 
His majefty has had indications of it, which 
0 Near to a demonftration : For example, 

The fieur Prafe, fecretary of the embafly 
from the court of Saxony at Peterfourg, wrote 
to count Bribl, on the 28th of April 1756. 
“ T have it in charge to acquaint your ex- 
© cellency, that it is much defired, in or- 
“* der to favour certain views, that you 
“¢ would be pleafed to get the following in- 
 telligence conveyed toPeter/burg, through 
«¢ different channels,”” viz. --- * That the 
« king of Prafia, under pretence of trade, 
“ was fending officers and engineers in dif- 
¢ guife into Ukraine, to reconnoitre the 
« country, and ftirup a rebellion.’---‘* That 
#£ this intelligence muft not come from the 
“* court of Saxony, nor from M. Grofs, the 
“€ Ruffian envoy, but from third hands ; to 
«* the end, that this concert may not be 
“¢ perceived ;---and that the fame commif- 
<* fion had been given to other minifters, in 
** order that this piece of news might 
* come from feveral quarters. I have been 
“¢ likewife required to write, upon this 
«¢ head, to baron Sack in Sweden, which I 
*¢ fhal! not fail to do :---And they have af- 
*¢ fured me, that the fervice of our court 
*€ was equally concerned therein ; adding, 
*¢ that the king of Pruffia bad given Saxony 
<¢ a blow, which they would feel for fifty 
€¢ years 3 but that be fbould foon receive one, 
©¢ qwhich be would feel for a bundred years.”* 

Count Brithi who is always ready to act 
againft the king, and not over-nice in the 
choice of the means of doing it, promifed, 
in his letter of the 2d of Fune, to execute 
this commiffion *. Here then is the pre- 
tence of a rupture ready found. 

Secretary Prafe wtites, in another letter 
of the 10th of May; ‘“* Upon my vifiting 
* 4 certain minifter, he told me, that he 
«¢ waited with impatience for the effeét of 
« the faggefted intelligence ; and he gave 
«€ me to underftand, that they would not 
* hefitate long about beginning a war a- 


“ gainft the King of Pruffia, in ordet to Té& 
** bounds to the power of fo traublefome 
** a neighbour, I took the liberty to rée- 
*< prefent, that I did not fee, in what al- 
*¢ Jy’s favour they meant to make {6 -grezt 
** adiverfion, efpecially after the conven- 

tion of neutrality, figned betweeri the 
kings of Prufia and-Englend. To this ‘t 
was anfwered, thofe engagements do not 
concern us inf the leaft ; we go on our 
own way in Keeping to the fenfe of the 
fubfidiary treaty ; --- he added, that the 
emprefs having given the grand-counicil 
an unlimited power to a& according as 
conjun@tures fhould require, he had made 
ufe of it, to faften the bell to the beaff. This 
was his exprefiton,”’ 

The fame fecretary writes, on the 21ft of 
June, “ That, if lie might judge by the 
*¢ prefent fituation of affairs at the court 
“ of Ruffia, théy would very much approve 
“© of the court of Vienna’s new conheétions 
* with France ;---That they might even ex- 
*¢ tend their engagetnenits with the court of 
** Vienna, fo far as to fupport it in its at- 
« tempts againft Pruffia ; which were pub- 
*¢ lickly talked of at Peterfourg ; that - 
*¢ count Efferbafi was very bufy in negotia- 
*¢ ting, but with the utmoft fecrecy.”” Me 
adds, ** That he had learn’d from well in- 
«« formed people, that the order for putting 
** a ftop to the armaments by fea and land, 
“ was owing to the want they were in, 
** both of good fea-officers and feamen, as 
*¢ well as of magazines and forage for the 
¢ Jand forces.” 

The advices from Vienna perfeétly agree 
with thofe from Raffa. Count Flemming, 
the Saxon minifter at Vienna, writes to count 
Bribl, on the 12th of ‘June, in thefe very 
terms: “ Having infenfibly brought the 
*‘ thread of my difcourfe with count Kav- 

mitz to the armaments of Ruffia, I afked 

him the reafon of them :---And though 
this minifter did not clearly explain him- 
felf upon them, yet he did not contra 
di€& me, when I told him, that ‘thofe 
great preparations feemed rather to be 
making againft the king of Prufia, than 
with a view to fulfill their engagements 
with Enxgland,---And, upon this, I hint- 
ed to count Kaunitz, that I did not well 
fee, how Ruffia could maintain fuch great 
armies out of their own territories, if 
the fubfidies from England fhould ceafe ; 
and that therefore the emprefs queen 
muft intend to make them good :---Up- 
on which he anfwered me, that the mo- 
ney would not be grudged, provided they 
knew how to make a right ufe of it.--- 
Thefe were his own words.---And v 
I obferved to him, that it was to be fear- 
“ ed, 





* “ Asto the fecret commiffion, fays he, for tranfinitting to Peterburg, by concealed 
means, advice of the Priffian machinations in the Ukraine, we are yct in fearch of a good 
and fafe channel ; and they fhall foon perceive the effeét of. my perfonal inclination to fe-

© ed, that, .if that crafty and tharp-fighted 
* prince fhouid happen to difcover fuch g 
$¢ concert with this court ; he might, all 
* of a fudden, fall upon them ; he replied, 
« that he was not very uneafy about it ;--- 
** that he would meet with his match ;--- 
“ and that they were prepared, at all 
‘ events,” 

Count Fleming, in his letter of the 4th 
of Fuly, to count Kayferling, expreffes him- 
felf thus: “‘ That-he would not have failed 
“to Jet him, (Kayferling) into the con- 
* neétion of the prefent affairs, if the great 
s* fecrecy, which it was agreed to obferve, 
« had not prevented. it ;---that he did not 
“ wonder, that he faw before his eyes a 
§* chaos, which he could not clear up :--- 
“ that the treaty between England and 
* Prufia, had made a great aiteration in 
§ affairs; and.that, as the correfpondence 
* between England and Pruffia ftill con- 
#. tinued, he mutt be upon -his guard with 
“ Mr Keith.” 

Count Ffemming’s difpatches are filled with 
a. great number of fuch paflages.---Amongit 
others, he relates, that count Key/erling had 
received orders (from,Rufia) to ipare nei- 
ther pains nor money, Jn order to get an 
exact knowledge of the ftate of the reve- 
nues of the court of Viera *; and he af- 
fures, that this court had remitted a mil- 
lion of florins to Peterfburg, He-very often 
exprefes his own perfuafion of an efta- 
hlithed concert between.the two courts of 
Vienna and Ruffia ;-->that.the latter, in .or- 
der the better to difguife the frue reafons 
of their armaments, made them under the 
apparent pretence of being thereby in a 
eondition to fulfill the engagements they 
had contratéted with England ; --- and that 
when all the preparations should be finith- 
ed, they were to fall ynexpetedly upon the 
king of Prufia t, 

Upon combining thefe circumftances to- 
gether, viz, --- The treaty of Petersburg, 
which authorifes the court of Vienna to re- 
cover Silfia, as foon as the war breaks out 
between Pruffia and Ruffia ;---the refolution 
folemnly taken in Ruffia, to attack the king 
upon the firft opportunity, whether he 
fhould be the aggreffor, or be attacked ;--- 
the armaments of the two imperial courts, 
ac a time, when neither of them had any 
enemy to fear, but when the conjunctures 

(Gent. Mac. Nov. 1755.) 
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feemed to favour the views of the coutt of 
Vienna upon Silfia ;---the Rufian minifters 
formally owning, that thofe atmaments 
were defigned againft the king; --- count 
Kaunitz’s tacit ayowal ; ---thé pains which 
the Ruffian minifters took to make out @ 
pretence for accufing the king of having 
endeavoured to ftir up a rebellion in Ué- 
raine : ---From the combination of all thefg 
circumftances, I fay, there refults a kind 
of demonftration, of a fecret concert en- 
tered into againft the king: and the impare 
tial worlc will judge, whether his majefty, 
being long informed of all thefe particulars, 
could entirely difcredit pofitive advices, 
which came to him from good quarters, of 
fuch a concert; and, confequently, whe- 
ther he was not in the right to demand of 
the court of Vienha friendly explanations 

and affurances concerning the object of 
their armaments. ’ 

Initead of making a fuitable return to 
this friendly and open way of ating, th¢ 
emprefs queen thought proper to increafe 
the king’s juft fufpicions by an anfwer, 
which was equally dry, captious, and ob- 
fcure; telling the ficur Kiingrafe, that foe 
bad taken ber meafures for ber own fecurity, amb 
Sar that of ber aliies and friends, 

This pretended dagger is quite incomes 
prehenfible : The emprefs queen had no- 
thing to apprehend for herfelf ; efpecially 
fince her late alliance with one of the mott 
refpeftable powers of Europe; ahd _thete 
was none of her allies, that ftood if -need - - 
of her affiftance, . 

But the publick may now be inform- 
ed of the real view of this anfwer, from 
count Kaunitz’s own words, as related 
in avery interefting difpatch from count - 
Flemming of the 28th of July. That dif 
patch iets the fyftem of the court of Wi« 
enna, ina full light ¢. Count Flemming, after 
having given a detail of what count Kaunitz 
had related to him, about the fieut K/ng- 
grafe’s declaration, goes on thus: .“* That 
«¢ minifter told me further, that havin 
« immediately after, fet out for Schonbrun §, 
*¢ he had in his way thither, .turned it in 
*¢ his thoughts, what anfwer he fhould ad- 
* yife his fovereign to return to M. de 
“* Kiingrafe ; and that having, as he tho’t, 
“¢ perceived, that the king of Prujia had 
*¢ two objects in view, which they meant,

‘ on her, to take fufiicient meafures for 
her own fecurity, as well as for that of 
her friends and allies.”’ 

It plainly appears by this, that by diéta- 
ting the above-mentioned anfwer to his fo- 
vereign, count Kavnitz propofed to fhut the 
door againft all means of explaining and 
conciliating matters ; and, at the fame time, 
to purfue the preparations of his dangerous 
‘defigns in the expeétation, that the king, 
would be fo far provoked, as to take fome 
ftep, which might ferve to make him pafs 
for the aggreffor 

His majefty, without fuffering himfelf to 
be difcouraged by the bad fuccefs of his firft 
ftep, and being unwilling to omit any thing 
that might preferve peace ; ordered his ine 
ftances to be repeated twice more at the 
court of Vienna, in order to get an affurance 
only, that he fhould not be attacked: but, 
‘upon the fecond propofal, they eluded the 
cemand ; .contenting themfelves with a de. 
nial of the exiftence of the concert againft 
his majefty, which, however, has juft now 
been proved; and, upon the third requifi- 


tion, they flatly refufed any further ex- 


This conftant refufal of giving fo inno- 
cent an affurance, vives the higheft degree 
of evidence to the dangerous defigns of the 
court of Vienna: and his majetty, who 
could no longer entertain the leaft doubt 
about it, found himfelf forced to take the 
only way he hid‘ left him, to avert the 
‘dangers, he was threatened with, by pre- 
venting an irreconcileable enemy, who had 
+ fworn his ruin. 

The impartial world will determine which 
‘ef the two ought to be deeined the ageref- 
for; he who'is preparing every means to 
crufh his neighbour; or he, who, feeing 
the arm raifed over his head, aiming the 
mott dangerous blows, endeavour’ to ward 
thé off by ftriking home upon the botom 
of his eneiny.

of an indifpenfable neceffity of providing 
for his own fecurity againft the moft dan- 
gerous defigns. 

From the very beginning of the troubles, 
which have juft broke out, count Briib/ has 
acted the part, he had, long fince, agreed 
to with the allies. of his court, by borrow- 
ing the mafk of neutrality; but, in the 
mean time, and till he fhould be at liberty 
to pull it off, he was not the lefs forward 
in entering perfonally into the late concert 
formed againft his majefty. No ftronger 
proof of this can be given, than by repeat- 
ing here what has been related above, that 
his minifters did not fcruple to make’ him- 
felf acceffary in propagating the-calumny, 
that the king wanted to ftir up a rebellion 
in Ukraine. 

Count Briibl loft no time in fettling his 
fyftem of neutrality, agreeably to  fuch 
principles. ’ 

He wrote to count Flemming, on the 1ft 
of Fuly, and confequently two months be- 
fore the king’s army began to march; 
«* That he fhould propofe’ to the court of 
Vienna, to take meafures againft the paf- 
fage of the Pruffian army through Saxony, 
** by affembling an army in the< circles of 
** Bobkemia, which border upon that eleéto- 
‘* rate ; and to order marfhal Brown to concert

“ 


D fecretly with marfbal count Rutowtki. 


To this count Flemming anfwered, the 7th 
of Fuly, “ That count Kaunitz had affured 
“ him, that the generals would be forth- 
with named; and that one would like- 
wife be appointed, to concert with count 
“ Rutow/ki : that the court of Saxony fhould 
**'not thew any trouble or uneafinefs ; but 
rather keep a good countenance, dy pre- 
paring privately againft every event. 

One may judge of this concert, by the 
counfel, which count Flemming gives count 
Brubl in his difpatch of the 14th of Fuly. 
“ to grant. the ‘paffagé to the Pruffics 
* troops ;: and, afterwards, to take. fuch 
“« meafures as fhould be moft proper.” 

* By a letter from count Flemming of the 
18th of Augu?, the emprefs queen explain- 
ed herfelf to that minifter in the following 
terms: ‘* That fhe required nothing, for 
“* the prefent, ftom the king of Poland, as 
fhe was very fenfible of his ticklith fi- 
tuation ;--. that, however, fhe hoped he 
would, in the’ mean while, put himfelf 
in a good pofture,-in order to be pre- 
pared at all events ; --- and that, in cafe 
any breach fhould happen between her 
majefty and the king of Pruffia, fhe 
would, in time, not be-averfe to concur 
in the neceffary meafures for their mu- 
tual fecurity.”” 

From a curfory review of all the fa¢ts, 
which have been alledged above, it will be 
eafy to form a juft notion of the condu& 
of the court of Saxony towards the king ; 
and to judge of the juftice of his majefty’s 
actual condude jowagds ghay court, 
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The Condu? of the Englith Minifiry vindicated. 


The court of Drefden has had a fhare in 
all the dangerous defigns, which have been 
formed againft the king :---Their minifters 
have been the authors, and chief promo- 
ters of them :---And though they have not, 
formally, acceded to the treaty of Peré/- 


burg, they have, however, agreed with their A 


allies to fufpend their concurrence therein, 
till fuch time only, as the’ king’s forces 
fhould be weakened and divided, and they 
might pull off the mafk without danger, 

The king of Poland has adopted as a prin- 
ciple, That any war between the king and 
one of his Poiifh majefty’s allies, furnifhed 
him with a title to make conquefts upon 
his majefty ;---And it is in confequence of 
this principle, that he thought he could, in 
time of peace, make a partition of the do- 
minions of his neighbour. 

The Saxon minifters have founded the a- 
larm againft the king, all over Europe ; and 
they have fpared neither calumnies, nor 


falfhoods, nor finifter infinuations, in or- C 


der to increafe the number of his enemies. 

Count Bri#b/ has eagerly entered into the 
late plot of the court of Vienna, by the in- 
jurious report he undertook to propagate ; 
---And it has been made appear, that there 
is already a fecret concert exifting between 
the courts of Vienna and Saxony, in confe- 


quence of which, the latter did intend to D 


let the king’s army pafs, in order to aé, 
afterwards, according to events, either in 
joining his enemies, or in making a diverfion 
in his dominions, unprovided with troops. 

Such is the fituation, the king was in, 
with the court of ‘Saxony, when he refolved 
to march into Bohemia, in order to avert the 


danger, which was prepared for him. His E 


majefty could not therefore abandon him- 
felf to the difcretion of a court, whofe ill- 
will he was thoroughly acquainted with ; 
---But found himfelf forced to take fuch 
meafures, as prudence and the fecurity of 
his own dominions required ; and which 
the conduét of the court of Saxony towards 
him, has authorized him to purfue. F 


Some Account of a Defence of the Condu@ 
of the Miniftry, which has lately been 
publifhed under the Title of, “« The Con- 
duét of the Miniftry impartially examin- 
ed, in a Letter to the Merchants of 
London.”

The 
iabitance of thefe allegations will be.

therefore cannot be here particularly 
repeated, 


The charge brought againft the mi- a 


niftry in the fourth letter, refpects their 
@onduct as well in the rife as the pro- 
grefs of the war, They are faid im- 
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plieitly to have given un the Jands ‘n 
contef da tearcinuley orderin z ouramba- 
fador at Paris to follicit as a favour, tiie 
releafe of fome perfons who had been 
made prifoners by Fonguiere,.for trading 
on the banks of the Odio, acknowledg- 
ing that they had offended, and requiring, 
no reparation for their confinement, or 
for the lofs of their goods, which had 
been confifcated. It is alfo faid, that 
the very lands thus implicitly given up 
by the miniftry to the Freach, had. be- 
fore by the fame miniftry been granted 
to a quaker, and that they were torced 
into a war by their fear of difobliging 
this quaker, whofe rights they did not 
dare to give up, tho’ they would have 
otherwife connived at the encfoach- 
ments of the French on the rights of. 
the publick, as that might have been 
done without immediate detection, and 
therefore without immediate danger. 

The firft part of this charge is an- 
fwered by the following extracts from 
papers that were laid before the houfe 
of peers, in confequence of a motion 
for that purpofe.

Muft acquaint your lordfhip, that} in the 

month of Nowember, I received a letter. 
from three perfons, figning themfelves, Joba 
Patton, Luke Erwin, and Thomas Bourke ; re- 
prefenting to me, that they were Englifhmen, 
who had been brought to Rochelle, and put 
into prifon there, from whence they wrote s 
having been taken by the French fubjeds, 
who feized their effects, as they were tra- 
ding with the £yg/ifh and other Indians on 
the Obic, and carried prifoners to Quebec's 
from whence they have. been fent over to 
Rocheile, where they were hardly uied. .Upon 
this information I applied to M. St Conreft, 
and gave him a note of it, cLAtImMiInG 
THEM, as the KING’S sUBJECTS, and 
DEMANDING their liberty, and the rEsi- 
TuTion of their effets that had been ua- 


juftly taken from them. 


Thefe three perfons, I find by the paper 
your lordfhip has fent me, are of the num~ 
ber of thofe demanded of the French by Mr 
Clinton, and named in M.§ de la Fongutere's 
letter, I have wrote to a merchant at Rc- 
chelle to enquire after them, and to fupply 
them with money to make their journey 
hither, if they are not gone; that I may 


receive from them all the informations ne- 


ceffary. On my feeing M. St Contec, next 
Tuefday, 1 will-reprefent the cafe to him, in

Extra of a Letter from the Earl of Albe- 
marle to the Earl of Holdernefie, Feb. 
26, [March 8,] 1752. 

Am now to acquaint your lordfhip, that 

I faw M. Rouilé yefterday; and that 
having drawn up a note. of the feveral com- 
plaints U hast received orders to make of Ja 
Fonguiercs condué, I delivered it to him, 
and told him, in general, the contents of 
jt ; infifing on the neceffity, for preferving 
the-good underftanding betwixt his majefty 
and the moft chriftian king, of fending {uch 
pofitive orders to all their governors, as might 
effectually prevent, for the future, any fuch 
encroachments on ‘his majefiy’s territories, 
and committing fuch violences, on his fubjects, 
as had been done in the patt. 

I added to my remonttrance, that I hoped 
they would be taken into confideraticn 
quickly ; that he might be able to give me 
an anfwer next week, or as foonafterwards 
as he poffibly could. ‘his minifter told 
me, he would ufe his beft endeavours for
